WELL DONE, JIMMY! 


BY the time you read this, Jimmy 
Shoulder will be back at work at 
Canberra's Institute of Sport. 

The World Youth Championship 
Oceania qualifying series ended on 
Sunday, and success for the Young 
Socceroos brought a proud smile 
to the face of their young coach. 

Now Shoulder is readying for a 
big year in which he will handle the 
AIS students as well as preparing 
for the Australian Youth squad’s 
challenge at the WYC Finals in Mos- 
cow in August. 

Shoulder stuck by the players he 
selected, even though there were 
many cries for the inclusion of a 
handful of better-known players. 

Shoulder chose youngsters he 
believed could and would do the 
job for Australia, and they did. 

Though they were dubbed the 
“faceless men”, they proved Shoul- 
der’s judgment right and their per- 
formances in the crunch games 
against New Zealand and Israel 
were marked by a high degree of 


maturity. 

For the Young Socceroos didn't 
panic when they were a goal behind 
in both games: instead they calmly 
stuck to their task with well- 
planned build-ups and penetrating 
attacks. 

Shoulder failed when he coached 
the senior national team eight years 
ago, with the main criticism being 
that he wasn’t tough enough. 

But the appointment of Shoulder 
as national Youth coach 12 months 
ago has paid dividends and the 
Englishman has proved a worth- 
while successor to Les Scheinflug. 

He said after's Sunday's dramatic 
final match victory over Israel that 
he has learnt to be “fatalistic’. 

“1 believe you must work hard at 
what you do, and then accept what- 
ever comes your way,” Shoulder 
explained. 

He has instilled that down-to- 
earth attitude in his players, who 
have been tremendous ambas- 
sadors for Australia in the tradition 


of the previous Youth squads. 

Shoulder’s friendly, persuasive 
and above all humble personality 
has clearly rubbed off on the Young 
Socceroos. 

Jimmy is not just planning one 
year ahead. His programme is look- 
ing forward to Australia’s success- 
ful participation in the 1987 WYC 
and beyond. 

That programme is built around 
the Institute set-up, and, examining 
the involvement of Institute players 
in the 1983 and 1985 Australian 
Youth squads, that is clearly the 
right approach. 

The teenagers who come under 
Shoulder’s care are in good hands. 
Quite obviously they improve their 
playing ability through the gui- 
dance of an experienced and know- 
ledgeable coach, but they are also 
under the influence of a man who 
places great importance on charac- 
ter-development.

“MOSCOW HERE WE COME” was the 
warning Australia’s heroic Young 
Champions shouted in their dressing 
room at St George Stadium immediately 
after Australia had defeated Israel 3-2. 


Just minutes before, Australia’s magnificent 
right midfielder, Alex Bundalo, brought down 
the curtain on the Oceania World Youth elimi- 
nation tournament. 

Seconds before the full-time whistle was 
blown, Bundalo scored his second goal of the 
match to send Israel crashing out and take 
Australia to the Soviet Union in August to 
battle for Brazil’s World Championship. 

Australia attacked almost non-stop in the 
opening session as Israel played cautiously, 
waiting to catch the undefeated home side on 
the breaks. 

Australia’s tall, powerful striker Chris 
Kalantzis brought the crowd to its feet in the 
17th minute with a spectacular diving header, 
well on target, only to see Israel’s goalkeeper, 
Lavi Kuznizki, dive sharply and hold firmly in 
mid-air. 

Australia kept the pressure up and in the 
23rd minute, and with a crowded Israeli penal- 
ty area, a 20 metre Bundalo rocket drive 
ricochetted off the Israeli’s cross-bar. 

But in fact, it was Israel who hit the front in 
the 27th minute, when they were awarded a 
free-kick against Australia’s goalkeeper, Paul 
Jones, for punching the ball clear just outside 
his box. Israel’s crack left-midfielder, Alon 
Natan, blasted a 20 metre hit from the left, 
that crashed onto Australia’s right post and 
into the net. 

Three minutes later, Australia equalised 
when Kalantzis met Michael McLennan’s free- 
kick, to head strongly and hit the target. 

All hell broke out in the 69th minute as 
Kalantzis met a Hristodoulou cross from the 
left flank, smashing his header into the side- 
netting behind the post, with the Israeli goal- 
keeper dropping on top of the ball to smother 
danger, inches off his line. 

The Taiwan referee, Mr Chen, looked at his 
linesman for a signal, and awarded Australia a 
goal. But the entire Israeli team, led by their 
goalkeeper and centre-back hotly disputed the 


Mr Chen, after consulting his linesman 
again, reversed his decision, disallowing the 
goal. But seconds later, ne ounce again 


changed his decision as players became invol- _ 


ved in heated arguments. 

The match was held up for more than six 
minutes, till eventually Mr Chen finally, and 
correctly, disallowed the “goal.’’ 

No sooner had play restarted than Israel’s 
dangerous marksman, Yaron Cohen, broke 
away down the right flank and blasted a vici- 
ous drive from a sharp angle on to Australia’s 
post. But two minutes later, Australia scored. 

Bundalo latched on a partially blocked Peter 
’ Petkovski drive, to belt a left footed shot high 
into the top left corner of the net to put 
Australia into the lead bv 2-1

A FITTING FINALE 


COMMENT: BY NSW DIRECTOR OF COACHING, ALAN VEST 


THE points are on the board, the flights are booked for Moscow so there 
can be no argument that Jimmy Shoulder’s boys deserved their success. 


After their early fright against New 
Zealand and their torrid but well- 
deserved win versus Fiji, Australia’s 
two games against Chinese Taipei and 
Papua New Guinea were a bit low key 
and. uninspiring but they were far too 
good for their opponents. 

The game versus Israel, whilst not a 
classic, proved to be a fitting finale to 
the tournament, with that trip to Mos- 
cow going to the winners. 

After an intriguing game, Australia 
deserved their win, proving their fit- 
ness and organisation was enough to 
see them through. 

There was a clear difference in styles 
with Israel’s short passing game and 
zone marking in defence to Australia’s 
long ball game and strict man-to-man 
marking with a sweeper in defence. 

This had Israel often caught in bad 
areas by persisting with short passing, 
allowing Australia to get into scoring 
positions when winning the ball. 

Australia always looked likely to 
score from their free-kicks and corners 
and looked at their most dangerous 
when they got the ball wide and behind 
the defence. 

The two superb goals by Alex Bun- 
dalo finally settled the issue for a well- 
deserved win. 

Looking generally at the overall per- 
formance from the team during the 
tournament it was evident the Austra- 
lian players were well-organised, fit and 
ready to give everything for their 
country. 

I still believe we have a lot of work to 
do to match the top nations in Moscow, 
but we have the potential to do it. 

Every coach has his own ideas and 
Jimmy’s obviously is to play long balls 


to Kalantzis and to get the frontmen 
into positions to run towards the oppo- 
nent’s goal. 

I see nothing wrong with this but feel 
the work now is to get the players to 
recognise situations when that is on. 

There are times when it has to be 
slowed down and worked forward 
rather than persisting in playing long 
balls forward when it is not on. 

When we did work the ball wide and 
got behind the defence we looked a 
top-class side.

Young Socceroo skipper seeks 


UNLIKE its “country” cousins Wollongong and Newcastle, Canberra has 
yet to produce its own local star in Australian soccer. 


Over the years of course Newcastle, in 
particular, and Wollongong have produced 
many, however Canberra is still waiting for 
one of its favoured sons to make it at 


international level. 


Players of the likes 
of Johnny Davies, 
Danny Moulis, Mike 
Milovanovic, Steve 
Hogg, Andrew Young 
and Marko Perinovic 
all have promised, 
and in some cases 
still are promising 
much, but for one 
reason or another 
still have a long way 
to go. 

After watching the 
recent World Youth 
Championship, how- 
ever, that state of af- 
fairs promises to 
change in the very 
near future thanks to 
18-year-old Young 
Socceroo skipper An- 
drew Bernal. : 

Bernal, born in the 
Canberra suburb of 
Ainslie of Spanish pa- 
rents on May 16, 
1966, came to na- 
tional prominence 
with his fine individu- 
al and leadership dis- 
plays during the re- 
cent series in 
Sydney. 

Skilled, dominant 
and creative, young 
Bernal has the on-the 
field presence and 
off-the-field intelli- 
gence to become 
Canberra’s first inter- 
national star. 

Bernal is not the 
type of captain con- 
tent merely to toss 
the coin and choose 
whether to kick-off, 
run with the wind or 
whatever, but is,a 
true skipper in every 
sense of the word. 

Jimmy Shoulder, 
his coach at the Aus- 
tralian Institute of 
Sport and the Young 
Socceroos, can’t 
speak highly enough 
of Bernal the player 
— and Bernal the 
person. 

“He is one of the 
finest players ever to 
attend the Institute, 
“says Shoulder of his 
young skipper. 

““He’s got every- 
thing necessary to 
succeed in world 
football.” 

In the little time 
T’ve known him or 
seen him play, 
ibelieve Bernal is the 


first true libero or 
Sweeper produced in 
Australian soccer. 

Most carry out the 
soft defensive duties 
where, as last man in 
defence, they sweep 
or tidy up at the back. 

Few, (Doug Ut- 
jesenovic of Australia 
and St George was 
another) do the other 
harder part of the job. 

And that is being 
the free or extra man 
in attack which calls 
for skill, creativity 
and the ability to read 
the game. 


Ambitious 


Bernal can and 
does — although he is 
quick to point out, 
that for his liking,he 
did not do it enough in 
the recent series. 

The Young Soc- 
ceroo skipper, like 
most ambitious Aus- 


tralian soccer 
youngsters, wants to 
try and crack it in the 
big time. 


“I've got to try it 
now. I’ve got to give 
it a big shot now or it 
will be too late,” says 
Bernal of his forth- 
coming trip. 

“Tm going to give it 
12 months, perhaps 
two years, and if I 


don’t make it in that 
time I'll know I’m not 
good enough. 

“Too many players 
give it a few weeks 
and, let’s face it, you 
can’t break into a 
highly competitive 
market like European 
football in a month or 
so. They just have so 
many outstanding 
other youngsters to 
choose from.” 

Despite offers from 
other European clubs 
thanks to his im- 
pressive perform- 
ances for the AIS on 
last year’s European 
tour, Bernal chose 
Spain’s Sporting Gi- 
jon for his first 
attempt. 


Opportunity 


Spain was the obvi- 
ous choice — being of 
Spanish parentage 
and able to speak the 
language fluently. 

Not so obvious was 
his choice of little- 


known Sporting Gijon 
over Real Madrid. 
“Real Madrid have 
the best of every- 
thing, including’ kids 
trying out, and as 
such I felt Sporting 
offered me the best 
opportunity and are 
paying all my ex- 
penses including air- 
fares, accommoda- 
tion, meals and an al- 
lowance, so that’s 
where I'll kick off. 
“If things don’t 
work out I'll still go to 
Real Madrid and the 
other clubs.” 
Somewhat unex- 
pectedly, Andrew is 
the first footballer in 
the Bernal family. 
Although his pa- 
rents are football 
fans and have sup- 
ported him in every- 
thing he does, they 
did not greatly influ- 
ence his decision to 
start playing with Bel- 
connen Under 7s in 
the ACT League. 
“Watching the big 
games, particularly 


the World Cup on 
television perhaps 
was the main reason 
for me starting foot- 
ball,” says Bernal of 


his introduction to 
the game. * 

He played with Bel- 
connen from U7 till 
U14, winning rep 
honours with the vari- 
ous ACT teams as 
well as the ACT 
Schoolboys. 

Thanks to former 
South Coast United 
player and former 
Canberra Arrows 
youth coach, Stuart 
Devlin, who spotted 
Bernal’s talents first, 
the youngster joined 
theArrows’ youth 
squad in 1981 before 
going on to the AIS in 
1982. 

In his earlier days, 
he played midfield 
and right full-back be- 
fore becoming the In- 
stitute’s sweeper and 


captain — both for 
the first time — last 
year. 


“T prefer midfield 
and full-back to

sweeping because 
you are more invol- 
ved in the game,” he 
says. 


Composure 


Bernal sees his de- 
fensive qualities as 
his best asset and the 
one aspect of his 
game he would like to 
improve most is to 
become more com- 
posed on the ball. 

“At the moment 
I’m doing things too 
quickly, trying to do 
too many things at 
once,” Bernal says of 
his game. 
«Maradona, Briegel 
and Maceda (Sport- 
ing Gijon and national 
team defender for 
Spain) are Bernal’s 
three main interna- 
tional idols. 

The choice of 
Maceda no doubt in- 
fluenced his decision 
to go to Sporting Gi- 
jon in- preference to 
Real Madrid. 

Disco type music, 


playing a bit of tennis, 
watching all TV 
sports and, according 
to his Young Soc- 
ceroo team-mates 
sitting in when I 
spoke to him, women 
are Bernal’s main ac- 
tivities apart from 
football. 

Like most youngs- 
ters, we wish them 
well in their overseas 
experience and hope 
that they make it. 

Success for Bernal 
in Spain, however, 
would deprive Aus- 
tralian soccer of yet 
another outstanding 
talent. 

And in my opinion 
potentially a great 
Australian skipper of 


‘the future and our 


first true libero who 
could fulfil the defen- 
sive AND attacking 
roles that position 
calls for. 

Whatever the out- 
come, Bernal is well 
on the way to becom- 
ing Canberra’s first 
player to achieve in- 
ternational status.

BAZ AIMS TO 
PROVE HIS 


CRITICS WRONG

THE most striking striker in Australian soccer! That’s Baz Giampa- 
olo, possessor of a golden boot, matinee-idol, good looks and a silver 
tongue. 


Baz is one of the main 
reasons that unfashion- 
able Queanbeyan club 
Inter-Monaro has 
forced its way into the 
NSL, winning last 
year’s NSW State 
League. 

When the 1985 sea- 
son kicks off, Baz-will be 
playing for his third 
NSL team. 

In 1980 he was trans- 
ferred from Monaro to 
Canberra City in a 
much-trumpeted 
$40,000 package with 
Walter Valeri. The

striking twins are now 
re-joining the NSL to- 
gether again. 

After only one sea- 
son, the electrifying 
Baz was sold to Apia 
Leichhardt to help Can- 
berra pay its debts. He 
was an immediate hit, 
winning a place in the 
Socceroo squad that 
played in New Zealand 


season, 
1982, was even better. 

“T had a terrific sea- 
son, finishing equal top 
scorer at the club with

Marshall Soper,” he 
recalls. 

“My best moment 
with Leichhardt was 
beating Heidelberg in 
the Final of the Nation- 
al Cup. I had a good 
game that day.” 

Baz started 1983 at 
Leichhardt with a bang, 
but after the third 
game he was sidelined 
with a severe pelvis 
injury. 

There is just a trace 
of bitterness as Baz re- 
calls that time. Not so 
much because of the in- 


one of his last games for Leichhardt. 


jury, but because he let 
himself be talked into 
playing on after the 
pain started. 

“The doctor told me 
to forget about playing 
for at least six 
months,’ he remem- 
bers. “I was really an- 
noyed with myself for 
letting it get so bad.” 

As is often the case 
with brilliant strikers, 
Baz has had more than 
his share of injury. But 
he doesn’t blame over- 
zealous defenders. 

“In 1981 when I was

in the national team, I 
blew a hamstring and 
never really recovered,” 
he claims. 

Baz has some 
philosophical thoughts 
about injury. 

“We are all arrogant 
about our own injuries. 
I succumbed to peer 
pressure and executive 
pressure and played be- 
fore I was ready. 

“But a body’s not 
like a car, where you can 
just put in a new spark 
plug. If you don’t rest 
an injury, it will beat

you.” 

Leichhardt’s bad luck 
with Baz turned out to 
be Monaro’s good fur- 
tune. Maestro Laurie 
Pastrello, who had re- 
cruited Baz from an op- 
posing- team as a 16- 
year-old in 1976, ap- 
proached the broken- 
down star and said: 
“It’s now or never for 
making the National 
League. Do you want 
to come and try?” 

Giampaolo, Valeri 
and Billy Willox were 
signed for the bargain 
price of $10,000, a figure 
that Leichhardt was 
seeking to double when 
I spoke to Baz. 

“T left Laurie to set- 
tle the contract,” he 
says, making it clear 
that he wants to stay in 
Queanbeyan, where his 
public service job and 
his father’s property 
near Captain’s Flat 
keep him vusy off the 
pitch. 

“T did enjoy living in 
Sydney,” he confesses, 
“but I want to play for 
Monaro again this sea- 
son. A mid-table spot 
would be ideal, and we 
certainly won't be rele- 
gated.” 


Meteoric 


A natural athlete, 
Baz had represented 
ACT in all age divisions 
from Under 12, and had 
a meteoric rise with 
Monaro. 

“I went straight into 
the ACT State League 
in 1976, and we finished 
runners-up on goal 
average. 

“The next year we 
made a clean sweep of 
the local league, and 
moved up to NSW 
State League. 

“We started with a 
bang, with rave reviews 
all over Sydney, but we 
couldn’t maintain the 
pace, through inexperi- 
ence and all that bus 
travel. We finished just 
outside the top four.” 

It is now part of local 
soccer legend in Quean- 
beyan that Monaro, 
second last after six 
rounds, hardly lost a 
game after that and 
narrowly lost the 
League. But they won 
the Grand Final, largely 
thanks to the striking 
twins, Giampaolo and 
Valeri. 

“That was my high- 


light with Monaro, but 
I had a burning ambi- 
tion to play NSL — I’m 
not so sure now that it 
was the right decision.” 
He is talking about the 
move to Canberra City. 

About his reputation 
for producing brilliance 
only in spasmodic 
flashes, Baz is typically 
honest. 

“T just have to live 
that down, although I 
must admit that I’ve 
been erratic,” he says. 

“Consistency is the 
difference between pro- 
fessionals and semi-pros 
like us. They perform 
every week, but if you 
are a striker and only a 
part-timer you tend to 
be a erratic. 

“I know when I've 
played badly, but I'd 
say that last year I did 
quite well.”

THE NSW Ampol Cup will have to 
be entirely revamped for 1986. 


Under this year’s knockout format, the 
crowd-pulling clubs were allowed to KO 
each other with gay abandon, leading to a 
completely unnecessary devaluation of this 
long-standing competition. 

In addition it lacked promotion. No sport 
these days has a God-given right to succeed 
— everything has to be earnt. 

Clubs from the State League such as 
Rockdale Ilinden, Avala and Parramatta 
Melita have good reason to hold their heads 
high. 

But if objectives are to be realised it 
could be far better to run the Ampol Cup in 
two separate divisions. 


Objectives 
What should the Ampol Cup objectives 


be? 
The main aims should include entertain-

ing the public, providing top-class practice 
for the clubs for the season ahead, max- 
imising cash return to the clubs, and giving 
top exposure to the sponsors. 

Night games on main grounds with suit- 
able lighting should be utilised as they 
create a different atmosphere to the NSL 
and State League competitions. 

These are are more appropriate to the 
summer and early autumn weather. Where 
floodlighting is unavailable then games 
must be scheduled as late in the afternoon 
as possible. 

Careful seeding is another vital factor in 
the mix. The unexpected results will always 
turn up but, by using a rounds robin 
format, these will be evened out. 

Apart from the grounds used this year, 

Tomislay Park, Lambert Park and 
Gabbie Stadium must come into use next 
season. 

Although Parramatta City is no longer in 
State League, consideration should be given 
to re-introducing Garside Park as a regular 
Bs 


venue. 

Garside Park is centrally located for 
many clubs and would suit many of the 
fans down to the ground. 


Round-robin 


In 1986 the Ampol Cup should be on a 
round-robin format to ensure that every 
club receives at least five games. 

If four six-team divisions are conducted, 
we should see a strong build-up to quarter- 
finals, semi-finals and the final. 

Under an ‘‘A”’ (NSL) and ‘“‘B’’ (State 
League) system, a decision would have to be 
made as to whether quarter-finals should 
be dropped. 

The Pindari tournament at St George 
Stadium provided plenty of entertainment 
for the fans. 

It drew some flack from officialdom 
because it is selective and restricted to four 
clubs. 

In this reason it should be dispensed

with, provided that a brighter Ampol Cup 
replaces it. 

Canberra City and Newcastle Rosebud 
must be added into the NSW Ampol Cup, 
with home games featured against crowd- 
pulling clubs. = 


Profits 


Charges for administrative and ground 
costs must be minimised so that profits are 
at their proper level. If State Federation 
charges are too high then the clubs suffer. 

As 1985 stood, the NSL clubs gained little 
pre-season exposure or income. At the same 
time they pay substantial affiliation fees in 
return. 

The State League clubs were permitted to 
run a separate pre-season competition. 
Where did the NSL clubs stand? 

If lessons have been learnt — and they 
should have been long ago — then the 1986 
Ampol Cup can once again become a big, 
bright event. :

Thorne 
Demons’ future 


PETER THORNE’S Blacktown City is a thermometer which can be 
used to test the health of Australian soccer. 


Blacktown is a fairly recently 
formed district club which is bas- 
ing its strategy for survival on 
local, multi-national spectator 
support whilst trying to develop 
its own players. 

Peter Thorne, Blacktown social 
club executive and dominant fi- 
gure in the soccer team manage- 
ment, is the heart and mind of the 
club. 

His heart fervently seeks a 
completely Australian image for 
his club, whilst his mind knows 
that such clubs are not unique and 
that most of them fail, or at best 
achieve only modest success. 

However, he has one major as- 
set on his side which most other 
district clubs do not have. 

That is money. 

Prosperity 

The Blacktown social club has 
had consistently high profit mar- 
gins — with Thorne playing a sig- 
nificant role in its prosperity. 

This social club cash has en- 
abled the club, in little more than a 
decade, to develop its own soccer 
arena and training fields. 

Thorne states that Australian 
soccer will fail if Blacktown City 
fails. 

He knows that his club has done 
many things right in its short ex- 
istence. 

It promotes the game in its local 
area, has employed well-qualified 
coaches, developed its well- 
publicised junior scheme and of- 
fered a reasonable standard of 
play. 

He is aware that the game may 
exist on its ethnic clubs, but that it 
cannot prosper until the mass of 
the population are prepared to 
accept and watch our soccer. 

When Blacktown was relegated 
to the State League and its 
crowds slumped it did appear the 
club was heading the same way as 
the likes of Auburn and Bank- 
stown of Federation soccer. 


directs 


However, it has recovered due 
to the restructuring of the 
Leagues and now is seeking to 
force its way up among the elite. 

The success of any organisation 
usually depends on one or 
perhaps two key men who com- 
bine the management and _ techni- 
cal skills needed for their particu- 
lar activity. 

In soccer sometimes these 
qualities are combined in the one 
man. and you can get the success 


that Rale Rasic brought to Mar- 
coni and Frank Arok and Eddie 
Thomson are bringing to St 


George and Sydney City respec- 
tively. 

We have to acknowledge that 
Thomson and Arok are not with- 
out support, though Saints made 
some hairy management deci- 
sions before Arok arrived to pick 
up the pieces, whilst Thomson 
has survived the break-up of the 
Sydney City management team. 

Peter Thorne is new to profes- 
sional soccer and this has shown 
in some of his statements and 
some decisions. 

His remark about having a com- 
plete team of Blacktown- 
developed players was not a prac- 
tical proposition. 


The young ‘‘super squad’’, 
which was to implement that 
scheme, has since been substan- 


tially re-modelled. 

Nevertheless, he is a man of 
drive and vision, who has pro- 
vided new energy and initiative to 
the game,when it desperately 
needed it. 

If Thorne retains his en- 
thusiasm for the game and _ holds 
fast to the ideals and vision he has 
for it, he will become a tremend- 
ous influence in directing the fu- 
ture fortunes of soccer in Aus- 


tralia. I_ wish him well. é

Pimblett won’t 
go back now 


QUEENSLAND and Brisbane City captain 
Frank Pimblett is likely to sit out this 
season after being suspended by his club 
for not.attending pre-season training. 


Pimblett, who has 
played 197 NSL 
games for the 
Gladiators, was stun- 
ned and angered 
when City outed him 
for two NSL fixtures 
and a further games 
for each extra week 
he failed to front at 
Spencer Park. 

The suspension 
came amid allega- 
tions from City offi- 
cials that Pimblett’s 
presence at trial 
games was ‘“‘upset- 
ting” the other play- 
ers. He also was ac- 
cused of ‘‘making 
jokes” about City af- 
ter a recent trial 
ame. 

Pimblett, who had 
been unhappy with 
City’s early reluct- 
ance to strengthen 
last year’s squad, 
was considering a 
temporary retire- 
ment but had been 
close to reversing 
that decision and had 
been expected to re- 
sume training within 
days. 

But the suspen- 
sion, which the mid- 
fielder learned of only 
through newspaper 
reports, re-opened 
the rift which ap- 
peared to be healing. 

“T can’t believe 
their decision. I at 
least expected a tele- 
phone call before this 
year. If I hadn’t been 
interested I would 
not have attended 
their last couple of 
matches. 

“But I won’t be 
playing for them this 
year. 

“It was a flimsy 
reason to suspend 
me. It was amateur- 
ish because my con- 
tract has expired with 
the club and nothing 
says I have to train 
with them. 


“They said I was 
making jokes about 
City’s side but I have 
said all along they ha- 
vent got the players 
to do well this year.” 


Within hours of 
Pimblett announcing 
his decision to quit Ci- 
ty, at least two local 
Premier League 
clubs made enquiries 
about signing or loan- 
ing the state captain. 


Stenson says Bris- 
bane has not yet seen 
his best. 

“Tm not fit yet but 
I’m really enjoying 
myself,” he said. 

While City is still to

Brusasco hopes to cap the 
year’s programme by hosting an 
Australia~-China match later in the 
year. 

The QSF have chosen former 
Australian representative and 
Brisbane City player Ian Johnston 
as the Ipswich coach and former 
Mount Gravatt Premier League 
coach and present assistant state 
coach Fred Robins as the Bris- 
bane mentor. 

Robins has predicted a bruising 
encounter with Ipswich and said 
he would be selecting a side 
“which could take the knocks.” 

“I don’t believe in strongarm 
tactics but however you play, Ips- 
wich teams just steamroll 
through. They’re not dirty, it’s 
just their reputation to keep com- 
ing at you,” Robins said. 

“With that in mind I will have to 
pick strong and fit players who 
are prepared to take the knocks. 
To select anyone else would be to 
put them at the risk of getting an 
injury which could last the 
season.” 

Robins is well qualified to make 
his assessment of the revived 
Kruger Cup clash. He has coached 
Brisbane and Ipswich sides in pre- 
vious clashes in the early 1970's 
and tasted success and failure. 

Robins also totally dismissed 
criticism from some quarters that 
he was out of touch with the Pre- 
mier League, which will exclusive- 
ly provide players for the Cup 
clash. 

“Tt is amazing what some 
people will say. Just because I am 
not with a Premier League club 
does not mean I don’t know the 
players,’ Robins said. 

Johnston will be able to select 
only those players registered with” 
Ipswich clubs. Ipswich has only 
two Premier League sides (Coal- 
stars and Ipswich United) to Bris- 
bane’s eight. 

The selection criteria varies 
slightly from the one used for the 
original Kruger Cup teams which 
were picked on a residential 
basis. But the QSF now believes 
population shifts would now give 
Brisbane a far stronger team than 
Ipswich, and more importantly, a 
large number of players in Ips- 
wich teams live in Brisbane. 

“I can’t see why Ipswich won’t 
give Brisbane a run for their 
money,” he said.

ON ‘REBELS’

MARCONI have transfer-listed Tommy McCulloch and John 
Spanos after both players failed to agree to terms for the 1985 


season. 


McCulloch, an in- 
ternational midfiel- 
der, and Spanos, a 
utility player, are av- 
ailable at $30,000 
and $10,000 respec- 
tively. 

For the first time in 
the club’s history, 
Marconi wiped out all 
signing-on fees this 
year. 

They are the fifth 
NSL club to adopt 
such drastic financial 
measures this 
season. 

Soccer clubs have 
suffered badly in the 
last decade, seeing 
their gate incomes 
drop away alarmingly, 
whilst player de- 
mands have sky- 
rocketted. 

Marconi chairman 
Ron Cavagnino said: 
“We just had to do 
something sooner or 
later to bring some 
sanity to our football 
income and expendi- 
ture account. 

““We have in- 
creased all our win- 
ning bonuses and ad- 
ded further incen- 
tives for our players if 
they get the club into 
the top-five series at 


the end of the 
season. 
““What could be 


fairer than that?’’ 
said Cavagnino. 

“We have also cut 
back the size of our 
NSL squad to about 
14. If we have any 
injuries, then we will 
call up from our 
Youth League re- 
serves to give young 
players a go. 

“We have to bring 
some sort of stability 
to soccer, and show 
encouragement to 
our youth in a manner 
that they will be able 
to see some light at 
the end of the tun- 
nel,’” Cavagnino con- 
cluded. 


With a desire to 
play professionally in 
England, McCulloch 
has become some- 
what restless. 

First it was a short 
stint with Southamp- 
ton in 1983 then last 
October Wol- 
verhampton manager 
Tommy Docherty, 
desperate for play- 
ers, approached 
McCulloch but noth- 
ing eventuated.

AT a press conference held at the Sydney Hilton Hotel by the 
National Soccer League, it was disclosed that two additional 
companies would add their weight to the League this year. 


The two companies join the 
growing group that will be spon- 
soring -the NSL this season. 

“It’s great news for soccer and 
shows that we are achieving com- 
mercial acceptance in the mar- 
keiplace,”” Mr Stefan Kamasz, 
the NSL’s gcueral manager, said. 

The NSL will also engage a top 
PR/promotions man, with an ex- 
pected announcement to be made 
later this week. 

The Rothmans Company will donate 
a nine carat gold medal to the League’s 
“‘Best and Fairest”’ player, and has a 
current value of $4,000. 

The winner will receive the gold 
medal at a lavish dinner late Sep- 
tembe~ at Sydney’s Hilton. 

Tac Rothmans Company, as- 
sociated with soccer at state level 
for the last 15 years, now has 
made the decision to support the 
National League. 

Voting will be done by match 
referees on a 3-2-1 basis and 
sealed in envelopes, not to be 
opened till the 1985 League sea- 
son is completed.

By application to the subject matter many 
will find that the tasks can more easily be 
handled. 

An efficient organisation will certainly hand- 
le its affairs better than one tha lacks under- 
standing of basic principles. 

The pity so far is that whilst soccer has 
concentrated on field coaching to a reasonable 
degree, insufficient has been done in the 
teaching of administration and related topics. 

It would be a worthwhile idea for the NSW 
Amateurs to provide copies to the National
